Two injured in Vicious and horrible’ assault after march for Arek

TWO Polish men were assaulted in Harlow 
in the early hours of Sunday morning. 

Witnesses said both men, who are in 
their 30s, were attacked by a group of four 


of five males around 3.35am outside the 
William Aylmer (Wetherspoon) pub in Kit- 
son Way. 

Essex Police is treating the incident as a 
potential hate crime. The attack happened 
just hours after the Polish community held 
a silent march in memory of Arkadiusz 


(Arek) Jozwik who died after an attack at 
The Stow, Harlow, on Monday, August 29. 

Officers are not linking the two attacks 
and are appealing for witnesses of this 
latest incident to come forward. 

One of the men suffered a cut to his head 
while the other suffered a broken nose. 


Both victims were treated at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital and have now been 
discharged. 

Superintendent Trevor Roe said: “This 
was a vicious and horrible attack.

Schoolchildren to benefit from new nature area 


PUPILS at a Harlow primary school 
are benefiting from redundant land 
being transformed into a nature area. 

Through a project with house¬ 
builder Linden Homes, Freshwaters 
Primary Academy, School Lane, is 
offering the calm area as a place to 
read and enjoy being outside. 

Jacinta Addison, teacher at 
Freshwaters Primary Academy, said: 


“The land, previously a disused pond 
and wooded area, had become 
overgrown, full of brambles and had 
been started to be used as a dumping 
ground. 

“The children saw this as an 
opportunity to improve the area as 
part of an enterprise project and 
approached Linden Homes to give 
them a helping hand. 


“This project has provided plenty 
of writing opportunities and has 
encouraged the children to take pride 
in their school. It was also vitally 
important to transform this outdoor 
space as third of the children do not 
have their own gardens at home.” 

The area was also decorated with 
features provided by other businesses, 
and the 320 children at the school can 


now enjoy the park for years to come. 

Nine-year-old Rae White, who is a 
wheelchair user, said: “I used to find 
going out to enjoy the forest space 
difficult as I couldn’t access most of 
the area. 

“But now, with the work being 
complete, it has been great to be able 
to venture in to the nature reserve to 
learn and play with my friends.” 


Weight thrown hehind 
proposals for Mil J7a 

Councillors back plans ahead of crunch meeting this month

PLANS to turn country road Gilden 
Way into a three-lane carriageway has 
been given town council backing in a 
knife-edge vote. 

Old Harlow residents strongly 
oppose the proposed Mil Junction 7a 
development, which will lead to a 71 
per cent increase in traffic along roads 
near Sheering. 

However, a majority of councillors 
considered it necessary for easing con¬ 
gestion at Junction 7 and essential to 
the town’s economic development. 

The motion was carried by 19 votes 
to 13 at a special town council meeting 
on Wednesday, August 31. 

Councillor Jon Clempner, leader of 
Harlow Council, backed plans 
unveiled by Essex County Council in 
May and said: “It is the right long-term 
solution. 

“Harlow requires this junction as it 


provides a different access point and it 
will provide relief from Junction 7 
itself.” 

Essex County Council is expected to 
give Junction 7a final approval later 
this month after months of consulta¬ 
tion. 

Work could begin later this year and 
be completed by 2021. 

Councillor Tony Durcan, portfolio 
holder for regeneration and enter¬ 
prise, said: “I want 7a and I want it 
now. 

Misery 

“I sit on (the current road) every day, 
and I know the misery that hundreds 
of local people suffer. 

“People cannot get in and out of 
town and now is the time to make that 
change.” 

A new roundabout will also be con¬ 
structed to cope with the influx of 
traffic expected when the motorway 
link is completed in 2021. Gilden Way 


would be widened with a third lane 
planned for traffic entering the town. 

Councillor Joel Charles said: “I 
believe the plan to connect Mil Junc¬ 
tion 7a to Harlow should be abandoned 
and an alternative proposal should be 
considered.” 

The motion suggested moving the 
connecting road from Gilden Way but 
was rejected. Mr Charles later 
tweeted: “Disappointed by the result 
but determined to keep fighting for 
Old Harlow.” 

Residents have raised complaints 
about noise and congestion since the 
first talk of a junction in 1998. Among 
many to be present at the meeting was 
Robert Groves, chairman of Old Har¬ 
low Neighbourhood Action Panel. 

He said afterwards: “This was a very 
disappointing result.” 

And Councillor Bill Pryor, leader of 
Harlow Ukip group, said: “These plans 
are totally unacceptable. What is being 
suggested is second best.” 


Concerns about pollution, an 
increased number of lorries and about 
the safety of children were also 
raised. 

Councillor Rodney Bass, county 
council Cabinet member for infra¬ 
structure, said County Hall has tried 
to address Old Harlow residents’ com¬ 
plaints by lowering speed limits and 
improving pedestrian access. 

Members generally agreed a bypass 
is needed to the north of Harlow to 
better relieve the town of traffic, and 
Councillor Mike Danvers said the best 
option was to follow this road. 

However, this would cost more 
money than is currently available and 
a waiting time of 30 years was sug¬ 
gested. 

Mr Clempner concluded: “This is 
the only way we are going to get the 
junction in the short to medium term, 
and it increased the likeliness we 
are going to get a bypass in the 
future.”

A RECORD 294 runners completed the 
Harlow 10 Mile Road Race in near 
perfect conditions on Sunday. 

The 27th annual event started and 
finished at Mark Hall Sports Centre 
with the final 200m run around the 
town athletics track. 

Alan Wellbelove from Harlow Run¬ 
ning Club said: “Perfect running con¬ 
ditions of cool and windy were 
enjoyed apart from a headwind along 
Harlow Common. 

“The route with its undulating pro¬ 
file reached its conclusion in the mock 
Olympic Stadium of Mark Hall. 

“A memorable day also proved to be 
a great opportunity to raise money for 
two worthwhile causes in Princess 
Alexandra Hospital and Mind in West 
Essex. 

“The 2016 Harlow 10 Mile Road Race 
attracted a large contingent from 
neighbouring clubs as well as local 
talent, social runners and a few 
couples too.” 

Harlow Running Club again organ¬ 
ised the successful event which was 
staged on a route through New Hall, 
Church Langley, Hastingwood Road 
and Threshers Bush. 

The route then looped round into 
Harlow Common and Potter Street 
and passed through Momples Road 
and Felmongers on cycle tracks on the 
way back to Mark Hall. 

Marshals handed out drinks at 
three water points while tired run¬ 
ners appreciated a sponge station in 
the final stages. 

Blair McWhirter from Ilford Ath¬ 


letic Club was the first finisher in 
53.53 and the first female was Lucy 
Barnes in 1:06.49. 

Before the race John Heywood, 80, 
from Standon, said: “1 am feeling 
apprehensive. 

“1 am 80 years old so 1 don’t think 1 
will be setting a personal best but one 


or two from my club (Ware Joggers) 
might be able to.” 

Simon Jones, 46, from Sawbridge- 
worth, said: “1 am feeling a bit 
nervous, 1 have never done this one 
before. 

“1 live locally so 1 thought 1 would 
give it a go. 1 don’t know what the 


course is like so we will see.” 

Rob Trevor, from Hornchurch, said: 
“1 am training for a half marathon so 
this is a bit of a training run. It’s a nice 
course, especially as it finishes on the 
track. 

“1 have only ever done one 10 mile 
run before and that was here.”

THE spirit of Harlow’s people and 
the beauty of its countryside were 
both shown off in the town’s premier 
run. 

Taking part in the event was a joy 
with a well-planned route taking in 
cycle paths and country roads while 
cheery marshals offered drinks and 
sponges at perfect moments. 

Ten miles is a rarely raced 
distance which offers a test in 
endurance and speed. 

Having never attempted it before, 
my initial headache was over which 
pace 1 should attack the run. 


Set out at my 10km tempo and 1 
risked burning out too soon, but if 1 
ran at half-marathon pace my time 
would suffer. 

My tactic of setting out at a 
comfortable pace and pushing on 
when 1 felt ready seemed to work as 1 
recorded a time of 1:09.34, which was 
good enough for 42nd place and 
compares favourably to my personal 
bests at other distances. 

The overall standard was very 
high and runners from nearby clubs 
all seemed to come to Harlow in no 
mood to hang around. 


It was very close, too, with more 
than 100 runners, a third of the field, 
finishing between 1:15 and 1:25. 

The cloudy weather was nice to run 
into untU the wind really let loose from 
mUe six to seven which was run up to 
Harlow Common past an appropriately 
named road Windy Ridge. 

Finishing the run at the athletics 
track was the perfect end to the run 
and completing the final half circuit 
felt like a lap of honour. However, the 
real praise and admiration should go 
to the many who made the occasion 
possible.

Developments 
are flawed 

Sir, When Harlow was originally 
built, the houses were 
constructed in large open green 
estates, even in areas close to the 
town centre. It also had brilliant 
facilities for bikes such as a 
large segregated cycle path 
network. 

This layout was conceived to 
make the town a desirable and 
sustainable place to live. 

Unfortunately, it seems that in 
recent years that the original 
blueprints for the town have 
been flushed down the drain. 

The industrial estate has had 
major retail developments such 
as the Queensgate Centre, which 
has no facilities for locking 
bikes, and narrow footpaths with 
no nearby road crossings. Bus 
routes to this area are also 
limited. Perhaps one of the 
reasons that much of the town 
centre is looking so dead is that 
many shops have moved to out of 
town shopping centres. 

Some parts of the Newhall 
estate such as Fusion (which is 
still under construction) have 
also abandoned the original 
designs of the town. 

Fusion has many roads with 
no paths of any kind on either 
side. It also lacks direct cycle 
path access. The houses have 
been cramped together as close 
as possible, and there is much 
less green space than the 
existing estates of the town. 

Why does the council not 
reject developments which are 
clearly flawed in multiple ways? 

The most concerning trend is 
that developments are being 
built for cars and not 
pedestrians, buses or cyclists. 

In an age of congestion, 
pollution and obesity this is not 
a welcome sight. 1 am appalled at 
how the council wishes to turn 
First Avenue and other roads 
into dual carriageways. If cycle, 
rail, bus and pedestrian 
networks were improved, there 
will be a reduced demand on the 
roads and therefore no need to 
expand them.

good idea as it will reduce the 
queues of traffic entering and 
leaving the motorway at J7 
during peak times. 

The proposed route at present, 
however, will deposit traffic at 
Mark Hall roundabout and it will 
then continue into the town 
exactly as it does at present, 
producing endless queues at 
peak times 

Most residents of Harlow 
probably don’t realise that 
despite an enormous amount of 
money being spent on the 
project, the congestion in the 
town itself will not be relieved 
and will probably worsen. 

There is, though, a sensible 
option which would be to bring 
the link from the new junction 
north of Harlow, to join the town 
at Eastwick. This means that all 
traffic with a destination east or 
west of Harlow would not have to 
travel through the town at all 
and also traffic needing to enter 
Harlow, could travel east or west, 
from a central entry point, thus 
much reducing the traffic along 
all the main highways radiating 
from the town centre.

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G4S is handed 
£1.8m penalty 

Company failed to protect its workers

G4S CASH Solutions has been 
fined £1.8 million for failing to 
protect its workers from Legion¬ 
naires’ disease. 

Harlow Council took action in 
October 2013 following a report a 
worker had contracted the serious 
lung infection which causes flu¬ 
like symptoms. It is chiefly spread 
by water droplets through air con¬ 
ditioning systems. 

The council’s environmental 
health officers could not prove the 
Harlow worker had contracted the 
disease through the site. 

Guilty 

However, searches uncovered a 
serious lack of compliance in 
maintaining water systems at the 
workplace. 

Harlow Council began prosec¬ 
ution proceedings and C4S 
pleaded guilty to two charges 
under the 1974 Health and Safety 
at Work Act on June 20. 

At their sentencing on Friday, 
the Chelmsford Crown Court 
judge fined G4S and also ordered 
the international firm to pay Har¬ 
low Council court costs of 
£34,000. 


A council spokesman said: 
“The environmental health 
officers found monitoring and 
testing of systems was erratic. 

“Staff had received inadequate 
training and there were no up to 
date policies or suitable and suf¬ 
ficient risk assessments in place 
to safely operate or manage the 
building’s water systems. 

“G4S did not take steps 
required to reduce the risk of 
Legionnaires’ disease from its 
water systems. 

“This was despite a long-stand¬ 
ing duty, extensive guidance, 
advice from their own consultants 
and advice from Harlow Coun¬ 
cil.” 

Representatives from G4S, who 
employ 200 people at their Harlow 
site, told the court they have since 
taken a number of measures to 
improve health and safety. 

Councillor Danny Purton, port¬ 
folio holder for environment, 
said: “The health and safety of our 
citizens is our number one pri¬ 
ority. 

“The council will always 
encourage employers to make 
improvements that protect their 
workers. 

“However, there are cases 
where if necessary, we will pro¬ 


secute because you simply can’t 
play with people’s lives.” 

He added: “Although some 
improvements were made, it took 
G4S almost three years to reach 
minimum standards to protect its 
staff and visitors from exposure to 
Legionella bacteria. 

“The fine should send a mes¬ 
sage to other companies. Legion¬ 
naires’ disease is a real risk and 
companies need to take their 
health and safety duties to their 
employees and others seriously.” 

Illness 

Graham Levinsohn, G4S chief 
executive for Europe, said: “We 
regret that in 2013 the water man¬ 
agement process at the Harlow 
Cash Centre was substandard and 
improvements should have been 
made promptly once this issue 
was identified. 

“While the risk of harm was low 
and no cases of illness were found 
to have been caused by the water 
at the site, we have fundamentally 
overhauled the approach to man¬ 
aging water systems since 2013. 

“ The regime of water man¬ 
agement introduced across all our 
cash centres since is now industry 
leading and we are confident that 
a failing like this will not recur.”

Ambassador pays tribute to 
Victim of senseless violence’

HARLOW united in memory of Arka- 
diusz (Arek) Jozwik with a silent 
march from The Stow to St Paul’s 
Church in the town centre. 

An estimated crowd of 700 gathered 
on Saturday afternoon to pay respect 
to the 40-year-old Polish national who 
died on Monday, August 29 after a 
suspected assault two days earlier. 

Police launched a murder invest¬ 
igation into the death of Mr Jozwik, 
who had lived in Harlow since 2012. Six 
teenagers have been arrested on sus¬ 
picion of murder. 

Polish nationals travelled from all 
over Britain and joined alongside Har¬ 
low residents for the ceremony and 
silent march which was led by town 
chaplain Robert Findlay. 

Inquest opens for Arkadiusz 

AN inquest has been opened into the 
death of Arkadiusz Jozwik, a Polish 
national who passed away on Monday, 

August 29. 

Proceedings 

Essex Coroners Court gave no 
initial cause of death when they 
opened the inquest proceedings on 


Monday. The opening statement was: 
“This 39-year-old gentleman was 
alleged to have been assaulted in 
Harlow. 

“He was injured and taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital where he 
unfortunately died. 

“Police are investigating the 
incident.” 


He said: “Today Polish people have 
come from Edinburgh and many dif¬ 
ferent places as well. We welcome you 
as we mark this solemn occasion. 

“I’m so glad (the Polish and Harlow) 
communities were able to merge and 
come together. We have more in com¬ 
mon than divides us.”

The Polish national anthem was 
played at The Stow ceremony while a 
minute’s silence was observed. 

Polish ambassador Arkady Rze- 
gocki addressed the crowd in his own 
language before speaking in English: 
“We commemorate a victim of sense¬ 
less violence. 

“It shocked the community of 
Harlow. It was a huge loss to Mr 
Jozwik’s family, to whom 1 offer my 
condolences. 

“One of the lines of investigation is 
that it was a hate crime. Since the 
European Union Referendum the Pol¬ 
ish community, as well as other minor¬ 
ities in Britain, has received racism. 

“At the same time 1 am grateful to 
the British public for condemning 
racism.” 


Robert Halfon, the town’s MP, added: 
“We are here today because an inno¬ 
cent man was buying a pizza with his 
friend and was beaten to death. 

“This was a tragedy for Great Bri¬ 
tain. There are so many people 
gathered here today and we have to 
make sure that (such attacks) do not 
happen again.” 

Silent 

Local, national and even interna¬ 
tional reporters were at the silent 
march which was widely publicised 
through social media. 

After a service at St Paul’s, con¬ 
ducted by Reverend Findlay, marchers 
were satisfied with the occasion.

TV presenter fears worst 
is yet to come in Britain 


A POLISH television presenter has 
spoken of concerns in his country 
following the death of Arkadiusz 
Jozwik. 

The 40-year-old Polish national 
died on Monday, August 29, after an 
incident at The Stow, Harlow, on 
Saturday that has led police to begin 
a murder investigation. 

Hate 

Media have said the attack was a 
suspected hate crime although Essex 
Police has said this is only one of 
several lines of investigation. 

Rafal Zalewski is filming a 


documentary for national station TV 
POLSAT in Harlow this week and 
said the death has sparked concern 
in Poland. 

He said: “In Poland we worry that 
this attack could be the start of 
something bigger. 

“We want to know if this is a big 
problem. We worry that you don’t 
want Poles here and that there will 
be more attacks. 

“We are concerned about what will 
happen now.” 

He added: “1 think we were 
expecting something like that. Maybe 
some xenophobic ideology will start.” 
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beautiful when people come together 
in this way after an attack.” 

Margaret Eles, of Harlow, said: “It 
was well done, well organised and 1 
was pleased with the way everybody 
came together.” 

Kehinde Ajaye, a warden at St Paul’s 
Church, said: “1 thought it was a very 
good thing, what else can we do? 


“Hopefully this will be a deterrent 
in the future.” 

On Wednesday, August 31, Harlow 
Stand Up To Racism also held a vigil at 
The Stow. 

Adam Cochrane, from Harlow Stand 
Up To Racism, said: “It is clear that 
following the incident, particularly in 
light of the media coverage, many of 


Harlow’s migrant community feel vul¬ 
nerable and unwelcome. 

“A narrative of Harlow as a back¬ 
ward, intolerant town has started to 
develop and needs to be challenged. We 
therefore must make it absolutely 
clear that Harlow is a proud mul¬ 
ticultural town and the home of many 
principled anti-racists.”

MEP stands

ARCHITECT John Graham has 
played a part in designing many 
structures in Harlow, but his new 
book explores a fascination with a 
Roman building. 

Annia Regilla - Her Cenotaph 
sees the man from Brook Lane 
Field, Harlow, recall his journey 
to Italy in 1953 when he dis¬ 
covered a beautiful but forgotten 
house and decided to find out the 
history behind it. 

Mr Graham said: “I had trav¬ 
elled to Rome for a scholarship. 
It’s the story of how I discovered 
this building, which in 1953 was 
partially ruined, but I could see it 
was beautiful and I wanted to 
know how it came to be.” 

After digging deeper Mr Gra¬ 
ham discovered the building was 
central to the marriage of Roman 
woman Annia Regilla to Athenian 
Herodes Atticus, the richest man 
of the time. 

The book, which was released 
in March, explores their fates and 
the parallels to Mr Graham’s 
inter-racial marriage to Swedish 
singer Britt Backstrom. 

Mr Graham is a longstanding 
member of Harlow Civic Society 


and Harlow Art Trust. Alongside 
Sir Frederick Gibberd he helped 
design town buildings, including 
the Harvey Centre. 

Harlow New Town architecture 
is logically another theme of the 
book which features several of the 
author’s own paintings. 


Mr Graham continued: “It has 
taken me 60 years to produce this 
book as I had to live it first and 
had a busy career in architecture. 
I started writing about five or six 
years ago. 

He added: “The book is self- 
published which has allowed me 


to write it the way I wanted. 

“Locally the response has been 
great and I am signing books all 
the time. “

Crews try to extinguish 50,000 tonnes of chippings

A LARGE wood pile fire continues 
to cause devastating damage to 
farmers and residents. 

Essex firefighters were first 
called on Wednesday last week to 
JSJ Wood Recycling plant in Hoe 
Lane, Nazeing. 

More than a week on, crews 
remain at the site as they try to 
extinguish 50,000 tonnes of wood 
and chippings while nearby busi¬ 
nesses have had to suspend oper¬ 
ation or close completely because 
of the ash and smoke. 

Trade association Lea Valley 
Growers, which represents glass¬ 
house owners in Essex, said res¬ 
idents have been affected in an 
eight-mile radius, with calls com¬ 
ing in from Harlow. 

Lee Stiles, association secret¬ 
ary, said: “Several of our members 
are next to the wood pile and 
many more within a mile of it. 
They are all cucumber growers. 

“When it catches on fire the 
debris hangs in the air and this 
can fall down into the glass¬ 
houses. It has caused the business 
next door to it to close. 

“Businesses can’t carry on and 
they are considering closing.” 

Eight crews attended the scene 
after a call at 5.23am. The blaze is 
the largest the fire service has 
dealt with since a similar incident 
in Mountnessing in 2014, which 
raged for weeks. 

Hoe Lane has been closed inter¬ 


mittently while firefighters have 
worked with the Environment 
Agency to minimise any envir¬ 
onmental impact. 

Mark Samuels, overseeing the 
incident for the fire service, said: 
“We very much appreciate an 
incident like this has an impact 
on the local community, and we 
would like to thank them for their 
patience and understanding. 

“We are working extremely 
hard with help from our partner 
agencies to bring this incident to 
a close as soon as we can.” 

This is the third major fire at 
the site. 

Mr StUes added: “There have been 
several fires at the site. It is right in 
the middle of a glasshouse area and 
it causes a nuisance to residents. 

Frustrated 

“Farmers are desperate and frus¬ 
trated. They are finding it hard to 
get a workforce as no one wants to 
work in these conditions.” 

Lea Valley Growers has contac¬ 
ted the Environment Agency and 
has called on Harlow and Nazeing 
MR Robert Halfon for support. 

Mr Halfon said: “After hearing 
of the third maj or fire to happen at 
this wood pile, 1 am very dis¬ 
appointed with the Environment 
Agency, who have been dealing 
with this situation. 

“Preventative measures should 
be taken so that this doesn’t happen 
again and residents shouldn’t have 
to put up with this any longer.”

onment Agency said: “We have 
been monitoring the water quality 
in the nearby Nazeing Brook and 
River Lee and observed some minor 
impacts on the Nazeing Brook. 

“We detected low dissolved oxy¬ 
gen levels and elevated levels of 
ammonia in the watercourse and 
found a small number of dead fish, 
suspected to result from water 
from the site of the fire entering 
the drainage system. 

“Working with the fire service, 
we are ensuring firewater is being 
contained within the site and we 
continue to monitor water quality 
in the brook on a daily basis.

WHEN Anna Rice-Milton gave her 100th donation 
of blood last year, she was given a stark reminder of 
why her commitment is so important. 

As she rolled up her sleeve for the quick routine 
she had done time and again before, her nurse told 
her a newborn baby was going to be the recipient of 
that day’s donation in a lifesaving operation. 

It was just the latest reason the 67-year-old had 
found for keeping up the 50-year habit. 

She said: “1 first gave blood as soon as 1 was able, 
at the age of 17.1 wanted to do something useful, 
but as soon as 1 realised there was nothing to it, 1 
knew 1 wanted to continue. 

“When 1 discovered my blood was 0-negative 
and that anyone could receive that blood type, 1 felt 
it was my responsibility to carry on as a universal 
donor. 

“When 1 reached 25 donated units and got my 
badge, it spurred me on to do even more. 1 went to 
a presentation after donating 50 units and felt such 
a sense of achievement.” 

Having a blood type that is always put to use gave 
Anna a conscience and the feeling it was 
something she should continue to do. 

Nurse Anna, of Broxbourne, said: “1 feel priv¬ 
ileged now to be able to give blood. 

“in those 50 years. I’ve only had two breaks to 
have my two babies and have donated two or three 
times a year otherwise, it has just become a part of 
my life and it feels as though I’m giving back as 1 
have been blessed with good health so far. 

“To those who haven’t ever given blood, 1 would 
say see it as a way of keeping a check on your own 
health as your blood levels are always monitored 
and any changes picked up immediately. The 
greatest influence to me is the fact you feel you are 
doing something good, if you are able to do it 
health-wise, you should.” 

Encourage 

Dating a man who was a blood donor encouraged 
Annette Worton to give it a try. 

Little did she know that man would go on to be 
her husband and one of the many people who 
would need a lifesaving blood transfusion in 
future. 

Annette’s commitment to donating blood started 
52 years ago and has continued throughout her life 
and since the eventual passing of her husband 
Richard. 

The 73-year-old, of Cuffley, said: “My husband 
had open-heart surgery and needed a blood trans¬ 
fusion 23 years ago to save his life. 1 lost him 11 
years ago, but that transfusion saved his life 
once.” 

Annette gives blood every four months and tries 
to encourage as many people as possible to follow 
her lead. 

She said: “1 say to people, ‘There’s nothing to it, 
it’s not painful and it takes just half an hour of your 
time’. 1 think maybe people feel they haven’t got 
the time, but it’s so much quicker and easier now 
you can book an appointment, in the early days, 
you had to walk in and wait your turn, which took 
longer. 

“it frustrates me when people won’t do it, espe¬ 
cially those who are healthy and could so easily do 
it; it’s so simple.”

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Educating young about 
the dangers of ‘sexting’ 

IT IS a modern-day parental nightmare - finding out your child has been sharing naked images 
of themselves. But what can be done about this growing problem? Chief reporter Sam Meadows 
spoke to parents, teachers and child-safety experts... 



Advice on

What to do if your child 
comes to you about an 
image they have shared

■ Try to remain calm and 
assess the situation. Your first 
priority is to keep your child 
safe. Reassure them that they 
have done the right thing by 
coming to you 

■ Explore the facts carefully 
- establish whom they 
shared the image with in the 
first place (or where they 
posted it). Your child may be 
upset at having to disclose 
this information. If it is a 
former boyfriend or girlfriend 
it can seem like a double 
betrayal. 

■ If you know the person with 
whom they shared the picture, 
it may be possible to contact 
them or their parents to get it 
deleted/taken down 

■ If it is on a website or 
social network, try to get the 
provider to remove it by 
reporting it at once 

■ If it was shared on a mobile, 
this makes it harder to retrieve, 
but it may be possible to trace 
who it was sent to. You can 
contact the provider to change 
the mobile number so that your 
child does not receive any 
unsolicited contact 

■ If the photo is likely to be 
circulating at the child’s 
school or college, inform 
them immediately. They have 
the power to respond to this. 


THE issue of “sexting” among 
teenagers needs to be taken more 
seriously, according to a national 
children’s charity. 

The practice can include the 
sharing of naked selfies among 
teenagers, and the NSPCC has 
warned that the consequences of 
this are little understood by chil¬ 
dren and parents. 

The latest figures, revealed 
after a Freedom of Information 
request by the charity, show that 
20 under-18s in Hertfordshire and 
99 in Essex were reported for 
sharing nude images of children 
from 2013 to 2015. 

Paul Wanless, the CEO of the 
NSPCC, expressed concern this 
may include youngsters who have 
shared photos of themselves. 

“It is alarming to see so many 
children reported to police for 
indecent images offences,” he 
said. 

“Children need to be taught 
about the dangers of sending 
sexual pictures of themselves so 
they don’t find themselves at risk 
of harm and abuse. 

At risk 

“Young people who are caught 
sexting put themselves at risk of 
sexual exploitation, grooming 
and cyber-bullying, whilst they 
could also face the prospect of a 
criminal record if they are repor¬ 


ted to police.” 

The charity’s research showed 
only half of parents knew that 
children taking and sharing 
naked pictures of themselves was 
illegal. 

Two in five had concerns their 


children may have taken part in 
sexting but had not spoken to 
them about the risks. 

Ced de la Croix, head teacher of 
Sheredes School in Hoddesdon, 
said sexting and the sharing of 
nude images among his students 


was a concern. 

“It’s only after an image or text 
has been sent that the child sud¬ 
denly realises the consequences 
of what they have done,” he said. 

“We often find that students 
think that everyone else is doing 


it so they do it too or that they 
have felt pushed into doing it.” 

When he became head teacher 
of the secondary school, mobile 
phone use was banned on school 
premises in a bid to help deal with 
the issue. 

The school holds sessions for 
Year 7 students with trained 
police officers on the dangers of 
misusing their mobile phones. 

“We spend considerable time as 
part of our curriculum speaking 
to our students regularly about 
the safe use of mobile phones,” Mr 
de la Croix added. 

“We also spend time discussing 
the importance of developing pos¬ 
itive relationships and being con¬ 
fident in who they are and 
certainly not to feel pressured by 
others, in particular by what they 
see and read in the media.” 

Nationally, between 2013 and 
2015,2,031 children were reported 
to police for indecent image 
offences.

He immerses us in the daily 
sweat-soaked grind of richly 
drawn characters, who believe 
their only course of action is to 
don ski masks and strike back at 
financial institutions, which 
have crippled friends and 
God-fearing neighbours. 

These men might flout the law 
and occasionally spill innocent 
blood, but Sheridan’s script 
repeatedly emphasizes the 
rigorous moral code that the 
thieves follow on behalf of the 
disadvantaged people they love. 

Toby Howard (Chris Pine) is 
determined to save his family’s 
Texas ranch from foreclosure by 
robbing banks with his 
fiery-tempered brother. Tanner 
(Ben Foster). 


They plan to hit several 
branches of Texas Midland, 
which they hold responsible for 
their financial woes, and use the 
ill-gotten gains to secure a legacy 
for Toby’s embittered ex-wife 
Debbie (Marin Ireland) and two 
sons. 

“Planning and doing are two 
different things,” Toby cautions 
Tanner, who is prone to reckless 
acts of violence. 

The opening heist of a branch 
managed by Mr Clauson (William 
Sterci) goes smoothly, but as the 
deadline for foreclosure looms, 
the siblings take risks to reach 
their target. 

Their larcenous activities 
pique the interest of 
cantankerous Texas Ranger 
Marcus Hamilton (Jeff Bridges), 
who is poised to retire after years 
of dedicated service. 

“1 don’t know how you are 
going to survive without 
somebody to outsmart,” quips 
Hamilton’s half-Comanche 
partner Alberto Parker (Gil 
Birmingham), who suffers a 
barrage of playful jibes on 


account of his mixed heritage. 

The case gathers momentum 
and Hamilton and Parker edge 
closer to their prey. 

Hell Or High Water is another 
triumph for Mackenzie, who 
expertly navigates the shifting 
relationships between men of 
shared blood and purpose. 

Pine is a revelation in a role 
that ignores his pretty boy good 
looks, while Foster burrows 
beneath the chapped skin of his 
hot-headed ex-con. 

Bridges delivers a masterclass 
in gruff cynicism and his verbal 
jousting with Birmingham is 
peppered with cracking 
one-liners (“Sometimes a blind 
pig finds a truffle!”) 

Delicate shades of grey 
separating heroes and villains 
compel us to ignore our own 
moral compasses and root for 
hunters and the hunted. 

Crime pays only those willing 
to risk everything.

MAGIC and mystery combine to 
dazzling effect in the latest 
stop-motion animated fantasy 
from Laika Entertainment, 
creators of Coraline, 
ParaNorman and The Boxtrolls. 

Like those pictures, Kubo And 
The Two Strings is visually 
sumptuous and meticulously 
crafted, evoking the traditions of 
ancient Japan through detailed 
hand-crafted figurines and sets, 
which are occasionally 
enhanced with digital effects. 

Director Travis Knight and 
his team offset moments of 
heartbreak with flashes of dark 
and twisted humour that might 
be too scary for very young 
audiences. 

These gentle jolts are 
punctuated with impressive 
set-pieces including a fight with 
a giant skeleton with fiery eyes 
and a rain-sodden showdown 
aboard a ship conjured from 
swirls of autumnal leaves. 

The emotional heart of the 
story, fashioned by scriptwriters 
Marc Haimes and Chris Butler, 
is the touching bond between a 
resourceful boy and his 
virtually catatonic mother. 


Early scenes of co-dependence 
tug more than two heartstrings. 

While the boy tenderly uses 
chopsticks to feeds his 
melancholic parent mouthfuls of 
hot rice, the matriarch 
reciprocates, in rare moments of 
lucidity, with soothing 
reminiscences of the past. 

In one of these calms before a 
storm, we meet Kubo (voiced by 
Art Parkinson), who lives in a 
cave with his mother Sariatu 
(Charlize Theron), a sorceress 
whose powers have been drained 
protecting her son from his evil 
grandfather, Raiden (Ralph 
Fiennes). 

“You must always stay hidden 
from the night sky,” Sariatu 
warns Kubo before he sets off for 
a nearby village to entertain 
locals with tall tales, which he 
brings to life using origami 
animals and a three-stringed 
shamisen. 

During one of these 
expeditions, Kubo stays out after 
sundown in the hope of 
contacting the spirit of his 
father, a valiant warrior called 

Stop-motion precision 
seamlessly combines with 
state-of-the-art computer 
trickery to bring to life a bygone 
age of feudal loyalty, when men 
lived and died by the sword. 

Energetic vocal performances 
tease out vulnerabilities and 
insecurities of the characters as 
they wrestle with their destiny. 

Knight’s picture is destined to 
become an enduring family 
favourite.

THE family that hunts and 
disembowels together, stays 
together. So says writer-director 
Matt Ross’s heartfelt and moving 
road movie that goes back to 
nature to rediscover a bucolic 
time before television, smart 


phones and social media 
poisoned precious rituals like 
eating together around a dinner 
table. 

Captain Fantastic is a 
bittersweet meditation on the 
perils of modern parenting, 
anchored by a tour-de-force lead 
performance from Viggo 
Mortensen as a straight-talking 
father, whose unconventional 
methods of nurturing his 
offspring might be considered 
abuse by outsiders. 

“Power to the people - stick it 
to the man!” he counsels his 
children, who hone their 
survival skills and are blessed 
with made-up Christian names 
so they are unique in a world of 
slavish conformity. 


On the surface, the family’s 
makeshift camp in the forests of 
the Pacific Northwest looks like 
paradise, but fissures appear 
when two of the boys clash with 
their old man about the harsh 
consequences of living in 
seclusion. 

“Unless it comes out of a book, 
1 don’t know anything!” despairs 
the eldest son, whose rites of 
passage include tucking into the 
heart of a freshly slain wild deer. 

This tussle between idealism 
and sobering reality provides 
Ross’s picture with its narrative 
thrust and tearful outpourings of 
raw emotion. 

Captain Fantastic lives up to 
the superlative of its title, 
compelling us to care deeply 


about the wounded characters as 
they search for peace and unity 
in a world of bitter conflict. 

Mortensen’s magnificent 
portrayal of a patriarch who 
worries he might be ruining his 
children’s lives, is matched by 
mesmerising performances from 
young co-stars including 
London-born MacKay. 

They gel magnificently on 
screen and relish snappy 
dialogue that sensitively 
addresses the fresh wounds of an 
unconventional family wrestling 
with that most universal of 
feelings: loss.

UDI’s entry into the 
SUV sector, which was 
spearheaded by the 
original Q7 in 2006, 
has been a success. 

Today the German marque has 
several contenders, with even 
more on the way, though the Q7 
continues to be its flagship SUV 

Now in its second incarnation 
it’s an impressive all-rounder 
that combines quality and 
sophistication with comfort and 
practicality. 

The second generation model 
follows firmly in the footsteps of 
the original but has a number of 
key improvements and 
enhancements which really do 
make a difference. 

Looks-wise it’s been tweaked 
and tucked - a familiar Audi 
trademark - rather than 
radically overhauled. 

Audi are passed masters at 
evolution and the Q7 is a great 
example of that. 

Some of the changes have been 
a little more transformational 
though. 

1 recall my first Q7 experience 
in the mid noughties as being 
generally good, though 1 found it 
somewhat big and bulky. 




It meant some everyday 
suburban motoring tasks, such 
as parking in supermarket 
spaces and entering multi-story 
car parks, had to be enacted with 
a degree of care. 

Its successor has been 
scaled-down - subtly so but 
enough to make a difference. 

Narrower and shorter than the 
original it makes the Q7 much 
easier to drive around town and 
live with on a day to day basis. 

It’s also been slimmed-down 
considerably - being a whopping 
325kg lighter than the original. 


That has done much to 
enhance its driving dynamics 
and ultimately the whole feel of 
the vehicle. 

The Q7 still comes with 
four-wheel drive though its 
clearly been engineered more 
towards on-road refinement than 
being able to cut it in the mud. 

On the inside the Q7 is both 
practical and palatial. While the 
overall size of the car might have 
been reduced the cabin is still 
huge and has the ability to seat 
seven. 

Fit and finish are exemplary 



and combined with high quality 
instrumentation and switchgear, 
it demonstrates that yet again 
Audi continues to set the pace. 

In terms of engines there’s a 
straight choice of one of two 
versions of a 3.0-litre diesel, 
offering either 215bhp or 268bhp. 

This was the lower-powered 
model which felt extremely 
smooth, potent and capable. 

However, if you do want a little 
more power at your disposal 
upgrading to the 268bhp version 
won’t break the bank. 

A manual gearbox isn’t 
available, with all Q7’s coming 
with a smooth and slick-shifting 
eight-speed automatic gearbox. 

My test car was S line trim 
which meant it featured plenty 
of comforts and extras, though 
the XE is also generously 
equipped and represents 
excellent value for money. 

Standard equipment includes 


steering wheel-mounted controls 
Bluetooth and Audi’s intuitive 
and easy to use MMl 
infotainment system. The 
sat-nav has to be one of the most 
user-friendly I’ve yet 
programmed. 

Air suspension is an option 
and the highly rated system 
really does up comfort levels up 
a notch, though in fairness even 
without it the Q7 is an 
exceptionally comfortable car 
which soaks up the lumps and 
bumps with aplomb. 

Even though it’s a large SUV, 
the Q7 handles impressively. 
Sure, it sits higher but it feels 
nowhere near as high as 
something like a Range Rover 
Sport. 

During my time at the wheel 1 
felt it had more of the character 
of a sports-focused family estate 
than a full-size SUV. 

You can select from a variety 
of driving modes but 1 found it at 
its best in dynamic mode. You 
can enhance its ‘sportiness’ even 
further by utilising the 
automatic gearbox’s sport mode 
rather than the standard one. 

Its huge cabin is a great 
strength of the Q7. Driver and 
front seat passenger are 
spaciously and comfortably 
accommodated, as are rear seat 


passenger who are afforded 
plenty of knee, leg and head 
room. 

Seats in the middle row can be 
slid forward and back 
individually and also reclined. 

The two third row seats can be 
flipped up or down easily and 
don’t do a bad job in terms of 
space and comfort levels - they 
even have their own cupholders 
too. 

If you’re using it as a 
five-seater the boot is generously 
proportioned and more than 
capable of serving the needs of a 
family either every day or when 
travelling. 

Even when using the third row 
the boot maintains a degree of 
load-lugging capability. 

With all seats folded fully flat 
the loadspace is cavernous - you 
could probably get a double 
wardrobe in there without too 
much bother, made even easier 
by the fact the boot has no lip to 
impinge access. 

A powered tailgate used to be a 
bit of a novelty but is something 
that is becoming increasingly 
commonplace and comes as 
standard on the Q7. 

All in all there’s little to find 
fault with the Q7. Sure, it ain’t 
cheap but it manages to deliver 
in pretty much every regard.

RICHARD CHIASSARO is look¬ 
ing forward to his first Para¬ 
lympic Games, which began this 
week in Rio. 

The Harlow Athletic Club mem¬

“1 really enjoyed watching the 
Olympic Games and it has really 


whet my appetite to get out there 
and experience it all for myself. 

“1 can’t wait to get into the 
athletes’ village and to see how 
different the experience is to 
other competitions.” 

Chiassaro overtook Paralympic 
great David Weir to take his place 
at the top of the standings and 
Weir will be Chiassaro’s main 
competition in the longer events. 

Despite the competition, Chi¬ 
assaro says it’s a friendly rivalry 
and respects everything Weir has 
done for Paralympic sport. 

Rivalry 

“1 have a friendly rivalry with 
David Weir, but we’re on the same 
team so as long as we’re on the 
podium together, nothing else 
matters. 

“1 overtook David at the top of 
the standings which was amazing 
because if 1 achieve half of what 
he’s done then I’ll be happy.” 

Chiassaro had never been 
abroad before he started compet¬ 
ing at the highest level and is 
excited for the whole experience. 

“The thing I’m most looking 
forward to is hopefully being on 
the podium - I’d be happy if 1 can 
do that in any of my events. 

“I’ve never raced in Brazil 
before so it will be another coun¬ 
try to tick off the list, 1 find that 
travelling long distances takes it 


out of you, but I’ll be fine once 1 
arrive.” 

He was set to miss last night’s 
(Wednesday’s) opening ceremony 
as he prepares for the 100m event.
